The  peculiar  hardships  of  the  present  season,  and  the  extra¬ 
ordinary  distress  among  the  poorer  classes,  owing  to  so  large 
a  number  of  operatives  being  out  of  work,  render  an  appeal  at 
this  time  quite  imperative  upon  those  who  have  the  means  to 
give.  We  probable  have  not  known  a  time  for  many  years 
past  when  there  was  so  much  absolute  suffering  among  those 
ready  and  willing  to  work,  and  able  to  keep  themselves  from 
depending  upon  the  charity  of  others,  if  only  the  opportunity 
were  given  them.  But  the  general  prostration  of  trade  makes 
dull  times  for  all,  and  very  hard  times  for  those  so  unfortunate 
as  not  to  be  provided  with  the  means  of  living,  just  at  this 
pinching  time. 

Your  contributions  of  money  will  probably  go  farther  and 
relieve  more  individuals,  if  put  into  our  hands,  than  if  dis¬ 
pensed  by  yourself ;  as  all  the  staple  articles  given  out  at  the 
office  are  purchased  in  quantities  and  at  the  lowest  wholesale 
prices.  There  is  always  a  great  demand  for  clothing  and 
shoes.  The  cast-off  and  half-worn  clothes  and  shoes  and  bed 
clothing,  which  probably  cumber  your  closets,  and  are  of  no 
practical  value  to  you,  will  be  a  most  welcome  gift  of  charity 
to  some  of  the  many  needy  applicants  for  help  who  daily 
present  themselves  to  our  agents.  Will  you  not  send  them 
to  the  office  ?  or,  if  you  notify  us  where  they  may  be  had,  we 
will  send  after  them. 

All  contributions  will  be  thankfully  received  in  the  name  of 
the  poor,  and  will  be  duly  acknowledged.

REPORT. 


No.  533  Arch  Street, 
Philadelphia,  September  30th,  1877. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  “  The  Home  Missionary  So¬ 
ciety  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia”  respectfully  presents  to 
the  Society  and  the  public  at  large,  the  following  as  its  Forty- 
second  Annual  Report : — 

There  have  been,  during  the  past  year,  extraordinary  de¬ 
mands  upon  us  for  relief. 

Probably  larger  numbers  than  ever  before  have  made  appli¬ 
cation  for  the  very  necessaries  of  life — not  only  from  among 
the  class  that  is  habitually  in  the  depths  of  poverty,  but  also 
largely  from  among  those  who  are  usually  able  to  provide  for 
their  own  wants,  and  who  accept  alms  with  a  sense  of  shame, 
tolerable  only  under  bitter  necessity. 

The  poor  always  have  hard  times  ;  but  it  must  be  admitted 
that  the  past  few  winter  seasons  have  been  peculiarly  hard. 
All  are  waiting  for  better  things  in  the  future.  But  that 
large  number  in  every  community,  who  live  only  from  day  to 
day, — never  able  to  lay  up  a  store  to  meet  an  unanticipated 
strain  upon  them, — how  can  they  wait  in  idleness  ?  Hunger 
comes  often,  and  sickness  is  no  respecter  of  times.  The  daily 
physical  wants  of  humanity  will  not  be  denied.  Wide-spread 
suffering  calls  loudly  and  incessantly  upon  the  more  favored  in 
life  to  share  from  their  abundance.  *  Large  numbers  of  hands 
from  factories  and  other  places  of  employment  have  been 
thrown  out  of  work  by  the  stoppage  or  curtailment  of  many 
industries.  There  was  probably,  during  last  winter,  more  en¬ 
forced  idleness  among  those  not  only  able,  but  desirous,  of 
work,  than  our  community  ever  before  knew.  Very  many  of 
these  were  forced  to  come  upon  public  charity  for  the  first 
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time  in  their  lives.  The  almshouses  were  full  to  overflowing; 
and  even  the  prisons  contained  many  who  themselves  had 
secured  their  commitment  by  the  perpetration  of  crime,  to 
avoid  starvation  upon  the  streets.  The  distressed  condition 
of  the  country  is  probably  further  seen  in  the  large  increase 
of  that  body  of  the  poor  known  as  tramps ;  also,  in  the  dis¬ 
turbances  among  the  working  classes,  in  endeavoring  to  adapt 
their  situation  to  a  lower  scale  of  wages ;  harassing  them  into 
exasperation,  which  breaks  out  often  into  strikes,  and  some¬ 
times  into  violence,  among  the  more  unscrupulous. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  may  readily  be  seen  that  a 
society  such  as  this  would  be  taxed  to  its  utmost  ability  to 
discharge  the  duties  put  upon  it.  In  fulfilling  those  duties 
it  has  sought  most  earnestly  to  give  such  “  relief  to  the  poor” 
as  was  within  its  power  to  give,  of  actual  necessities  for 
temporal  comfort.  At  the  same  time,  the  agents  have  not 
failed,  when  suitable  occasions  presented  themselves,  to 
“  spread  the  gospel”  before  needy  humanity,  as  the  sole  source 
of  supply  from  which  to  satisfy  those  common  cravings  of  our 
nature  that  are  not  satisfied  by  the  meat  that  perisheth. 

Change  of  Time. 

It  was  deemed  desirable  by  the  Board  of  Managers  to 
change  the  ending  of  the  fiscal  and  working  year  of  the  Society 
from  December  15th,  as  formerly,  to  September  30th.  Hence 
the  following;  tabulated  statement  shows,  in  a  condensed 
form,  the  amount  of  practical  good  dispensed  by  the  agents 
since  our  last  public  report,  and  covers  a  period  of  nine  and  a 
half  months,  ending  with  this  date.  It  is  a  faithful  record, 
taken  from  the  books  at  the  office.  There  are  shown  to  have

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This  summary  of  the  practical  operations  of  the  Society  for 
the  past  nine  months  and  a  half,  indicates  a  constant  activity 
on  the  part  of  the  agents,  while  it  shows  a  vast  deal  of  relief 
given  to  thousands  of  the  suffering  poor  of  our  city.  To  those 
of  us  whose  good  fortune  it  has  been  never  to  feel  the  pinch- 
ings  of  poverty,  it  is  wellnigh  impossible  to  appreciate  fully 
the  usefulness  in  the  community  of  an  agency  such  as  this. 
The  worthy  poor  and  unfortunate,  who  have  received  the  bene¬ 
fits  of  the  subscribers  to  this  Society,  as  above  set  forth,  can 
testify  to  the  great  relief  afforded  them  in  times  of  pinching 
want.  But  figures  fail  to  express  the  great  good  accomplished. 
Tender  sympathy,  kindly  advice,  affectionate  warning,  and 
words  of  encouragement,  are  invaluable  helps  in  many  cases 
of  poverty  and  distress  ;  and  our  agents,  from  a  long  Christian 
experience,  are  able  to  give,  and  do  give,  these  moral  helps  to 
the  many  life-weary  unfortunates  whom  they  daily  meet. 

Special  Features. 

We  believe  the  tangible  works  of  beneficence  which  we  re¬ 
port  exceed,  in  number  and  amount,  those  of  any  other  similar 
organization  with  equal  resources.  All  our  affairs  have  been 
managed  with  judicious  economy,  supervised  by  appro¬ 
priate  committees.  The  Managers  have  encouraged  the 
agents  by  a  continually  manifested  interest  in  the  work;  and 
the  agents  have  devoted  their  whole  time  and  attention  to  the 
duties  of  their  office.  The  agents  are  trustworthy,  Christian 
men,  who  are  eminently  fitted  for  their  duties  by  the  experi¬ 
ence  of  many  years  of  labor  among  the  poor  of  this  city. 
Their  constant  aim  has  been  to  assist  the  needy  in  such  a 
manner  that  they  will  be  able  to  maintain  themselves  without 
help  from  others. 

This  Society  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  city,  and  its  opera¬ 
tions  during  the  past  year  fully  maintain  its  good  record  of 
many  years,  for  efficiency  and  usefulness.  Its  labors  extend 
over  the  entire  city  limits, — in  this  respect  standing  alone,  it 
is  believed,  in  the  list  of  beneficent  organizations.  It  conse¬ 
quently  has  heavier  demands  upon  it  than  any  other  similar 
society.  But  though  the  showing  we  make  for  the  last  year’s 
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work  is  entirely  creditable,  as  compared  with  the  amount  of 
funds  handled,  yet  with  the  present  systematic  methods  in 
use  in  the  office,  a  very  much  larger  amount  of  good  work 
might  be  accomplished  without  additional  expense,  if  the  sub¬ 
scribers  and  general  public  would  contribute  more  generously. 

Acknowledgment. 

It  is  with  pleasure  we  acknowledge  the  receipt,  in  April 
last,  through  the  hands  of  Mr.  William  S.  Vaux,  from  Mrs. 
Emily  T.  Eckert,  the  sum  of  one  thousand*  dollars  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Society,  from  the  estate  of  her  son,  the  late 
Charles  M.  Eckert. 


Gifts  and  Bequests. 

We  most  respectfully  suggest  to  those  disposed  to  con¬ 
tribute  largely,  either  in  person  or  by  testament,  towards  the 
mitigation  of  the  ills  of  poverty,  that  their  wishes  would  prob¬ 
ably  be  better  met  in  contributing  to  the  treasury  of  “  The 
Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,” 
than  in  any  other  way.  We  earnestly  wish  to  see  this  So¬ 
ciety  richly  endowed,  that  it  may  have  a  permanent  income  to 
depend  upon  in  the  future  ;  so  that  its  useful  work  among  the 
poor  of  our  city  may  never  suffer  any  curtailment. 

Finances. 

Attention  is  asked  to  the  Treasurer’s  Report,  which  is 
made  up  to  this  date.  An  analysis  of  its  items  will  confirm 
what  has  been  said  of  the  careful  management  of  our  affairs, 
and  will  show  that  the  funds  have  been  judiciously  expended. 

Children. 

The  work  of  the  Society  in  caring  for  friendless  children 
has  been  faithfully  performed  during  the  past  year.  Where 
such  come  under  our  care,  efforts  are  made  to  find  for  them 
good  homes  in  Christian  households  in  the  country,  or  to  bind 
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them  out  to  learn  useful  trades,  and  (where  it  can  be  done)  to 
have  them  adopted  into  families.  As  is  mentioned  by  the 
agent  in  his  report,  over  two  hundred  children  have  been  so 
cared  for  during  the  past  nine  and  a  half  months.  Though  this 
work  is  incidental  only  to  our  chief  aims  as  a  society,  yet  we 
look  upon  it  as  most  important  and  gratifying  in  its  results. 
We  can  point  to  many  instances  where  the  children  that  have 
been  rescued  from  degrading  surroundings  and  from  starva¬ 
tion,  have  grown  up  into  lives  of  usefulness  and  honor.  The 
welfare  of  the  children,  after  they  have  left  our  hands,  is  looked 
after.  At  present  the  agents  maintain  a  supervision  over  about 
four  hundred.  Since  last  report  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
four  have  been  personally  visited,  and  one  hundred  and  nine¬ 
teen  have  been  heard  from  by  letter  and  otherwise.  During 
the  summer,  when  applications  for  relief  are  not  so  numerous 
at  the  office,  the  agents  spend  much  time  in  visiting  these 
children  at  their  abodes. 


The  Cards. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  cards  which  we  issue  to  sub¬ 
scribers.  It  is  designed  that  you  use  them  when  applied  to 
for  help  by  strangers.  Begging  in  the  streets  and  elsewhere  is 
so  often  resorted  to  as  a  regular  business  by  those  whose  lazi¬ 
ness  and  determination  not  to  support  themselves  by  honest 
work,  render  them  unworthy  of  your  alms,  that  it  is  scarcely 
ever  best  to  give  to  strangers,  lest  your  charity  be  abused.  If 
the  applicant  is  unknown  to  you,  and  you  have  not  the  time 
to  look  into  his  case,  give  him  one  of  these  cards  and  send 
him  to  our  office.  Our  agents  will  investigate  the  matter, 
and  he  will  be  aided  if  he  is  found  worthy.  If  you  write  your 
name  on  the  back  of  the  card  and  request  it,  the  agent  will 
report  to  you  the  facts  in  the  case  as  he  finds  them.  The 
proportion  of  imposters  among  those  who  live  by  begging  is 
very  large.  It  probably  cannot  be  known  accurately ;  but  it 
is  significant  that  many  hundreds  of  these  cards  are  given  out, 
and  but  comparatively  few  are  returned  to  the  office  to  intro¬ 
duce  the  solicitor  of  alms.  In  many  cases  he  fears  recogni¬ 
tion  by  the  agents,  as  a  “professional  beggar.”

In  conclusion,  we  wish  again  to  bring  “The  Home  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia”  before  the 
public,  as  one  of  our  city’s  most  active  and  flourishing  institu¬ 
tions  for  good,  and  one  alive  to  everything  pertaining  to  the 
accomplishment  of  its  avowed  objects.  It  is  now  (and  has 
been  for  over  forty  years)  seeking  to  alleviate  the  sufferings 
caused  by  poverty  in  our  community.  The  demands  upon  it 
increase  from  year  to  year.  Its  work  is  of  such  a  nature  as 
to  continue  as  long  as  humanity  continues  ;  and  so  long  as 
there  exists  poverty,  so  long  will  there  be  a  call  for  such 
agencies. 

To  carry  on  this  work  requires  constant  supplies  of  money 
and  materials.  We  feel  that  the  work  is  a  good  work,  com¬ 
mending  itself  to  every  generous  person  ;  and  so  we  close 
this  report  by  asking  again  the  contributions  of  the  subscribers 
and  the  public,  and  we  are  confident  that  you  will  respond 
in  such  measure  as  you  feel  able.
